By the same high authority 
the word "dossier" is defined to be a 
stiff wrapper or envelope containing 
the papers concerning a particular 
affair, or all the documents relating to 
an individual. The general meaning 
is a Hie, or bundle, of papers. 


The bundle of papers which consti- 


tute the so-called "secret dosser" in 
the Dreyfus case is known to contain 
many forged documents while others 
are of slight vallue, and many contain 
simply 
the detailed gossip of the 


scandal-mongers.
